RE-FINANCE FARM DEBTS 
In regard to farm debts, the Macmillan 
commission reports; “Evidence was ad- 
duced both by individual farmers and by 
representatives of farm organizations to 
show that as a result of the declining 
revenue the maintenance and operating 
costs of farms cannot be met, farm debts 
have considerably increased, taxes are un- 
paid, farm equipment has seriously deter- 
iorated,and a large per centage of farmers 
are unsble to obtain new credit to meet 
the operating costs incidental to putting in 
and harvesting the crop”. 
And again; “The indebtedness of many 
farmers appears to be such that even a 
substantial rise of agricultural prices 
would not be sufficient to warrant the ex- 
tension of new it through ordinary 
commercial channels”, 
The fact is, with individual exceptions 
of course, farm credit is exhausted. Exist- 
ing debts cannot be paid, and are growing 
with the accumulating interest. New 
credit is therefore simply not to be had. 
Sven a bumper crop at high prices would 
not restore the b the arrears of 
id taxes would eat up the proceeds 
ral such crops. Borrowing in the 
such conditions is not possible, 
even for routine seasonal operations. The 
debt-ridden farmer who cannot put in a 
crop or harvest it without getting a loan 
is in a hopeless plight.

THE WHEAT BLOCKADE 

Major Strange, who a few years ago won 
the world championship at Chicago with a 
Sample of wheat grown on his Alberta 
farm, says if the world were eating now as 
much wheat as it ate in 1927 there would 
be no such thing as an abnormal surplus of 
that much-discussed commodity. 

That is a rather startling statement, 
but it comes from a man who usually 
knows whereof he speaks on the subject of 
wheat, and who is in good position to know 
in this instance. What it amounts to is 
that there is not an actual surplus of wheat 
in the world, but only a commercial sur- 
plus; a surplus which exists only because 
people who could and would eat it cannot 
pay for it and therefore cannot get it. 

Not many years ago, Professor Swanson 
of the University of Saskatchewan said 
there never had been a real surplus of 
wheat in the world; a volume in excess 
of the demand, A wheat “surplus” meant 
nothing more than an excess over and 
above the amount that would-be consum- 
ers could find the means to pay for, or a 
margin over the amount they were willing 
to huy at the price demanded. Major 
Strange says the “saturation” point has 
not been reached yet. 

That of course is a straight challenge to 
the defeatist philosophy upon which the 
wheat curtailmerit agreement is based, 
It counters directly the claim that wheat- 
growing has reached its maximum, that 
the great basic industry of western Canada 
is permanently on the wane, and that the 
western country is “through” for an in- 
definite time. The moral is that what 
Canada needs is a wheat-selling trade 
policy, not a wheat curtailment polcy.

A few weeks ago in referring to the traffic in 
narcotic drugs on this continent I expressed the 


opinion that official Japan turns a blind eye toward 


narcotics for export to the north American con- 


tinent, not only for the money made by selling 
narcotics for export, but for the degenerating effect 
they have on the American people. Religion, which 
is an adjunct of the military power in all the 
civilized nations, convinces the Japanese that the 
destiny of his race is to rule over all the world. 
Some of the Japanese-language papers in California 
have been quite free in picturing the time when 
the Yamato race will rise in its might and sweep 
the present white occupants of the Pacific slope 
into the sea. A generation or two of narcotic 
addiction would be an excellent preparation from 
the Japanese point of view. 


There isn’t the moral turpitude in Japanese 
eyes that such a devilish course has in European or 
American judgment. Their view as to the pro- 
priety of supplying potentia} enemies with nar- 
cotics to undermine their moral and physical 
stamina is no more outraged than by their national 
monopoly of prostitution. It is not only that the 
Yoshiwara brings in revenue; no moral stigma 
attaches to an occupant, Indeed, if she has sold 
herself to the Yoshiwara authorities for a period of 
years to pay off the mortgage on the family home, 
or to send a young brother to the university to be 
trained for the diplomatic service, it is accounted 
unto her as a virtue, and enhances rather than de- 
tracts from her desirability as a wife, when the 
time comes for her to marry. 

The difference between Oriental and Occidental 
conceptions is seen in sport. Two Englishmen or 
two American Hebrews go into a ring to fight for 
a pugilistic championship, or a couple of products 
of the universities meet on the mat to try and tear 
each others limbs off, or throw each other onto the 
fifth row of ringside chairs.

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Health and Diet Advice 


By DR. FRANK McCOoY 


USE COMMON SENSE IN TREATMENT OF 
TUBERCULOSIS 

Some of the signs of tuberculosis of the lungs 
are: tiring too soon, weakness, gradual loss of 
weight, coughing, expectorating, night sweats, 
fever toward evening with a red flush on the 
cheeks, and possibly, hemorrhage from the lungs 
which causes the patient to expectorate blood. 

To tell definitely whether a 
patient has tuberculosis of the 
lungs is difficult in the early 
stages and calls for a careful 
diagnosis. The following aids 
are helpful to the doctor in de- 
ciding the question: examination 
of the sputum, examination of 
the chest with the x-ray, blood 
examination, study of the 
sounds made during breathing, 
and also physical examination 
of the patient. A careful case 
history is also required and a 
listing of the general symptoms 
such as 
rapid beating of the heart, rise in temperature, etc, 
Tuberculosis does not always appear as such and 
older patients who believe they have asthma or 
bronchitis may in reality have tuberculosis and be 
exposing the children in the family to the disease.

Before every case of tuberculosis develops there 
is a period of lowered resistance when the patient 
fels tired and the poisons of fatigue are harming 
the body and making it more susceptible to infec- 
tion and it is during this period that the disease 
may be prevented from developing. Common 
sense used at this time will have a long period of 
treatment later, The best and cheapest ways to 
prevent tuberculosis are: fresh air, plenty of sun- 
shine, right diet, exercise and mental calmness. 


If you suspect that you have tuberculosis, the 
best plan is to have an examination made and if 
the disease is found, you should begin the right 
treatment immediately. The biggest mistake the 
tubercular patient may make is to waste time with 
the wrong treatment. 

In curing the disease, it is necessary to rid the 
lung of accumulated waste material, so that the 
sick tissues are cleansed and healing can take place. 
Treatment which encourages elimination comes first 
and should be followed by that kind of treatment 
which aids in re-building. 

The following measures are the ones which 1 
have found to be the best for bringing about the 
fastest recovery: use of the short fruit fast, followed 
by a special diet of meat and non-starchy vege- 
tables; exposure to sun and air; and light exercises 
which are to be begun after the fast is finished and 
the patient has started to improve. The exercises 
will increase the strength and are to be properly 
balanced with rest periods. As strength returns, 
the time spent in exercising may be made a little 
longer. In addition, the patient is to continue at 
all times to cultivate thoughts of hope, courage and 
health. There is not the slightest question that 
right thinking is of prime value in helping the 
patient back up the hill of health and that destruc- 
tive thoughts such as discouragement and worry 
are not good. Hope and determniation are two of 
the best mental medicines 

After the patient has begun to mend, to make 
him more cheerful and help the hours go faster, it 
is advisable for him to take up some light work 
with the hands
